The practice of 
extending the monthly shipments over 
into the next month for clean-tips, etc., 
produces many complications, especi- 
ally in making returns of the net pro- 
ceeds of the miceg to the Assessors.

Union of this section says tho Gold Hill 
News, are likely to have somthing to say 
as to whether Chinese or whites shall 
be employed in the construction of the 
branch railroad to Bodie. They are 
certainly liable to so far as that portion 
of the road passing through Lyon county 
is'concerued. There are plenty of white 
men out of employment iu that county 
who are willing to work for low wages, 
and the Chinese proposition may get n 
back-set, especially if the Silver City 
Miners' Union takes tho matter in hand. 


THE TBIBIJNK' FOBSAKFS GEANT.—The 


New York Tribune, which has been a 
strong paper with E. B. Washbnrne in 
the background as second choice, but at 
present he is not a prominent enough 
candidate, and the Tribune has appear- 
ently begun to favor Elaine over all 
other contestants (Washburne alone ex- 
cepted), and is 
publishing a large 


amount of news matter showing the 
popularity of the Maine candidate in 
the West. It says to-day that the Michi- 
gan delegation, which in 1876 cost n 
solid vote against Blaine, -will, accord- 
cling to presen^ indications, be instruct- 
ed for Bla'.ne. The Tribune's St. Louis 
dispatch intimates that the Grant feel- 
ing is waning and that Sherman and 
Blaine ore looming up. 


The provisions of the recently-intro- 


(luoed Bigamy bill declare that any man 
TVUO marries more than one woman is 
guilty of bigamy. This provision does 
not extend to any person by reason of 
any former marriage whose husband 
or wife by such marriage is absent for 
five successive years and is not known 
to be living, nor to any person whose 
l.iwful marriage has been dissolved by 
tho decree of a competent court. It 
provides that in any case of prosecntion 
for bigamy any person drawn as a jury- 
man may be challenged if he is, or has 
been, living in the practice of bigamy 
or polygamy, or if he believes it mor- 
ally, religiously or legally right for a 
man to have more than one living and 
undivorccd wife, or to live iu the prac- 
ticte of cohabiting with more than one 
woman. It also authorizes the Presi- 
dent to grant amnesty to offenders 
itgaisist the law for ofl'i nses committed 
before January 1, 1879, on such condi- 
tions and under, such limitations as he 
shall think just, but no such amnesty 
-.hall have effect unless the conditions 
therefore shall hmo been complied with. 
T.ie bill provides that the issue of plural 
or Mormon marriages born before No- 


< >raber 1, 1879, shall be considered le- 
•-(itiuiato and entitled to all the rights of 
l.uirs and the next of kiu of their 
parents. 


FAIR FOR U. S. SENATOR. 


A San Francisco dispatch of February 


3d to the Chicago Times s»y»: 


The coming election for members of 


the Nevada election will undoubtedly he 
one of extraordinary interest and con- 
siderable profit to the successful candi- 
dates. Until quite recently it was gen- 
erally understood that Sharon was going 
to have a walk over and succeed him- 
self to the United States Senate. It 
now turns out that the Democrat*, have 
not abandoned hope, bat are determined 
to go in and win. To accomplish this 
purpose they have turned their attention 
to James G. Fair, one of the Bonanza 
firm. 
A committee of Nevada Demo- 


cratic politicians were in the city to-day 
and waited on Fair, from whom, after a 
long conference, they obtained a promise 
to give their proposition careful atten- 
tion. Fair is reported to have assured 
the committee that he had no objections 
to entering the Senatorial contest if he 
were not averse to being abused by the 
press, and he feels pretty sure he will 
be severely dealt with. So far as the 
pecuniary aspect of the contest is cou: 
ceraed he would have no reluctance to 
consider it. * ' * Should Fair de- 
cide to ran against Sharon, one of the 
most outrageous spectacles of bargain 
and sale ever witnessed would no doubt 
occur. 
Sharon has pledged to bun 


eleven of the twelve hold-over Senators: 
so the fight will be narrowed down for 
him considerably. It is notorious of 
Nevada that her Legislatures ure places 
of bargain and sale, and, so far as. the 
election of a Senator is concerned, it ii 
simply a case of the longest pole knock- 
ing the persimmon. Fair is unques- 
tionably the best fixed financially, and 
should be determine to go to the United 
States Senate he will no doubt do so. 
If he went there it would not be until 
after several officeholders were made 
much better off than they are now. The 
election takes place in November, and 
the Legislature meets in January next 
when the election of a Senator occurs. 


Commenting upon this the Eureka 


Leader says: 


For several days there have been ru- 


mors that matters political, so far as 
our Democratic friends are concerned, 
were being fixed in San Francisco, 
whither a number of the greater as well 
as tho lesser lights of the party had 
wended their way. The "fixing" pro- 
cess referred to a candidate for United 
States Senator and Congressman. The 
belief in the Supreme efficacy of money 
in such contests has seized upon the 
Democratic mind, and the rumor points 
to James G. Fair, one of the Bonanza 
kings, as the one upon whose money 
bags they have fixed their hopes and on 
whom theyjare willing (if they could) to 
bestow the Senatorial toga in considera- 
tion of the influence and material .kid 
that he would render the party. Ru- 
mor had it that the arrangement in- 
cluded Geo. W. Cassidy for Congress, 
in consideration of the efficient aid he 
rendered the Bonanza firm in the" Bul- 
lion Tax legislation of three years ago, 
which was so effectually squelched by 
Bradley's veto. Not a word of this so 
far has crept into the papers of the coast 
but as regards Uncle Jeems it appears 
that there is considerable truth in it. 


OPPOSITION. „ 


The Pacific Mail Company have 


commenced a war of rates from New 
York to San Francisco for passengers 
and freights. 
After this the rates for 


passage will be $75 for first-class and 
$35 for steerage passengers. In oppo- 
sition the railroad companies offer the 
following rates: First-class, $100; second 
class, $75. Tho opposition is genuine, 
so much so that the railroads are think- 
ing seriously, so we have been told, of 
making $75 the rate for first-class fare 
Overland, and of inaugurating war 
against the steamship company, be- 
tween San Ffancisco and China. Let 
the goad woik go on. 


THEBBHTBUCAH DKLKttATEB. 


The Eureka Sentinel sums up the sit- 


uation, according to it* views, a* fol- 
lows: 


The Republican State Central Com- 


mittee of Nevada w called to meet at 
Virginia City on the 23d instant. Iti» 
understood that a large majority of the 
Committee favor the nomination of 
General Grant for the Presidency. It 
it also apparent that Mr. Blaine has 
quite a large following among the rank 
aud file of the party in this State. Our 
Republican friend* 
throughout 
the 


State seem to be in a quandary as to 
whether the Committee should appoint 
the delegates to the Chicago Conven- 
tion, or whether they should be selected 
by a convention fresh front the people. 
In either event, wo imagine that the re- 
sult will be the same. 


Senators Jones nnd Sharon nnd Rep- 


resentative Dnggett aro all enthusiastic 
Grunt men 
These men cannot well be 


denied Heats in the National Conven- 
tion. Neither can Mr. Mttckay, who is 
the head und front of the Grant boom 
in Nevada, and who, we learn, is partic- 
ularly* desirous ot being a delegate to 
the Convention, th>'t ho may be better 
able to assist his friend, tho General. 
The Blaine mea of Nevada cannot afford 
to antagonize tl.csc prominent party 
leaders, and so we regard it as a cer- 
tainty that, no umttor whether the Com- 
mittee appoint.. or a convention elects, 
Jones ami Sh .urn,- and Daggett and 
Mackuy, will be m the delegation. Of 
course, n convention might instruct for 
Blaine, but such .1 course is hardly to 
be regarded i.« )•: nimble, sinco the gen- 
tlemen iiiuiitui \\ mill not care to attend 
the Convention '>ith liver pads upon 
their mouths. 
Mi in nil, therefore, it is 


more than hlx.-ly that tho Committee 
will name » ii, l.gation, ostensibly un- 
pledged, but anna lor Grunt. It would 
possibly be u , uell, inasmuch as the 
pcsonuel of the avicgution would not be 
materially changtil through the medium 
of u convention. A convention would 
entail u deal of trouble and expense, 
and iu all human probability wpnld not 
affect results, a majority of the delega- 
tion being for Grant in any event. 


The Democratic Delegate**. 


The Eureka Sentinel favors the ap- 


pointment of delegates to the Demo- 
cratic Convention. It argues: 


The Democrats of Nevada have no 


perplexing difficulties before them iuthe 
matter of selecting delegates to their 
National Convention. There is scarce- 
ly a Democrat in Nevada who has a 
well-settled conviction as to whom the 
candidate should be. The lines are not 
sharply drawn in this State, and cannot 
be, between any two or more aspirants 
for the great office, nor is it at all likely 
that the small vote of Nevada will cut 
any figure in deciding the choice of the 
Convention. The great States of the 
East are most likely to put the question 
entirely out of dispute. 
Hence, speak- 


ing as a Democrat, we are wont to re- 
gard it as good a plan as any to appoint 
the delegates, and leave them free to 
act as circumstances may dictate when 
once ill Convention. It is to be a mat- 
ter of guesswork in any event, and a 
delegation selected in this way is as 
likely to represent the real sentiment of 


> the Democrats of the State as a delega- 
tion chosen by a Convention of the rep- 
resentatives of the pttrty. 


The Provisions of the Keagan 8nb>- 


Htitute. 


The Reagan bill substitute provides 


tor n National Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, whoso duty it shall be to 
exercise a general supervision over rail- 
roads that cross State lines and do not 
lie wholly within the boundaries, of a 
single State, with the power to examine 
the books and business of these roads 
to see that all laws relating to them are 
enforced, to examine into the methods 
and systems of transportation, and to 
report to Congiess the necessary data 
for the passage of an intelligent system 
of railroad legislation; the commission 
is to hear nnd investigate complaints 
of 
ill-treatment by railroad corpor- 


ations, tnd when they shall find 
that any railroad docs not conduct 
itself 
in 
a 
manner promotive of 


public interests, they shall report the 
same to Congress in order that the 
abuses found to exist may be corrected 
and prevented by legislation. When 
the Commission find that tho law has 
been violated they are required to report 
at once to the Attorney General. The 
Board is given power to cull for persons 
and papers and take evidence. The 
bill blso prohibits any railroad company 
charging one person more than another 
for tho same service, ^and from directly 
or indirectly affording one person better 
facilities than another. This is very 
nearly what is known as the Massachu- 
setts plan, which was recommended to 
the committee recently by Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, Jr. 


eiome 3,000 unemploye d workingmen 


assembled at the sand-lot Wednesday 
afternoon, and after listening to a num- 
ber of speakers about half of the crowd 
formed a line, and marched to the office 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, aud a committee, appointed for 
the purpose, sought an interview with 
President Stanford and Vice President 
Crocker. 
Both were absent, and the 


committee were received by General 
Superintendent Towne, to whom they 
stated that the object of the movement 
was to ask the company to comply with 
a provision of the new Constitution for- 
bidding corporations to employ Chinese, 
and give worU to the unemployed whites, 
and intimated that if the request was 
not complied with, and the distress con- 
tinued, it would be difficult to foretell 
the result. Mr. Towne replied that he 
would refer the matter to the directors, 
and return an answer on Monday next. 
The procession then returned to the 
sand-lot, aud subsequently dispersed. 
The proceedings were quiet and orderly. 


Outside of the "third term," Wash- 


bunie is the most eligible man in the 
Republican party for the next Presi- 
dency. Perhaps Grant will repudiate 
the efforts of his friend* to force the 
nomination upon him, and the "dark 
horse" \Voshbnrne may then be induced 
to.trot out npou the track.—[Gold Hill 
News.
